Hat the world might be fully confir- 
med in My purpoſes at firſt, to contri-

other defigne but the Generall good of My 
Kingdomes ) I willingly paſſed the Bru for 
Trienniall Parliaments : which, as gentle and 
ſeaſonabk Phylick, __ (if well applied ) 
prevent any diſtempers trom getting any head 
or prevailing ; eſpecially, if the remedy pro- 
ved nota diſcaſe beyond all remedy. 

I conceived , this Parliament would find 
worke with conyenient receſſes for the firſt 
three Years , Burt I did not imagine that ſome 
men would thereby have occaſioned more 
worke then they found to doe, by undoing {6 
much as they found well done to their hands. 
Such is ſome mens aRiviry that they wil needs 
make worke rather then want it ; and chuſe to 
be doing amile, rather then doe nothing. TY 
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When that firſt AR ſeemed toq ſcanty to. 
ſatisfie ſome mens feares, and compaſſe pub- 
lique -affaires ; I was perſwaded to grant that 
B3zr of Sitting during the pleaſure of the 
Houſes, which amounted in ſome mens ſenſe 
to as much as the perperuating this Parlia- 
ment. By this A of higheſt confidence, I ho- 
ped for ever to ſhut out, and lock the dore up- 
on all preſent Jealouſies, and future miſtakes : 
I conſefſe I did not thereby intend to ſhut My 
ſelf out of dores, as ſome men have now re- 

quited me. 

True, It was an AQ unparalell'd by ws do 
My Predeceſſours ; yet cannot in reaſon admit 
of any worſe interpretation then this, of an 
extreame confidence I had, that My Subjes 
would not make ill uſe of an A, by-which I 
declared ſo much to truſt them, as todeny My 
ſelf in ſo high a pom of My Prerogative. 

For goad Subjects will never think ir juſt or 
fit that My condition ſhould be worſe by My 
bettering theirs: Nor indeed would it have 
been ſointhe events, if ſome men had known 
as well with moderation to uſe, as with ear- 
neſtneſle to deſixe adyantages of doing good, 
or evill. 

A continuall Parliament (I thought) would 
but keep the Common-weale in tune, by pre- 
ſerving Lawes in their due execution and vi- 
gour, wherein My intereſt lics more than any 
. | = mans, 
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mans, fince by thoſe Lawes, My Rights as a 
K1xG, would be preſerved no lefſe than My 
Subjes; which is all I defired. More than 
the Law gives Me I would nothave, and' leſle 
the meaneſt Subje& ſhould not. * -* 

Some ( as I have heard) gave it out,” that I 
ſoon repented Me of that ſetling AQ: and 
many would needs perſwade Me, T had cauſe 
ſo to doe; but I could not eaſily nor ſudden- 
ly ſuſpe& ſuch ingratitude in Men of Honots. 
That the more I granted them, the lefle I 
ſhould have,and enjoy with them. I Rill coun- 
ted My ſelf undiminiſhed by My latgeſt con- 
ceſſions, if by them I might gaine and confirm

which I had ſolately planted, fo much (as I 
thought) to my Subjeas content, and Mine 
own too, in all probability : If ſome men had 
not feared where no fear was, whoſe ſecurity 
conſiſted in ſcaring others. 

I thank God 1 know fo well the fincerity 
and uprightneſſe of My owne heart, in paſſing 
that great Bill , which excceded the very 
thoughts of former times, That although I 
.may ſceme lefle a Polititian to men, yer I need

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no ſecret diſtinRions or cyaſions before God. 
Nor had I any reſeryations in My own Soule, 
when I paſſed it, nor repentings after, till I 
ſaw that My. ktting ſome men go up to the 
Pinnacle of the Temple, was a temptation to 
them to caſt Me down head-long. 

Concluding, that without a miracle, Mo- 
narchy it ſelfe, rogether with Me, could not 
but be daſhed in pieces , by ſuch a precipitious 
fall as they intended.

If any others 
refuſed ro appear, where they evideatly ſaw 
the current of Juſtice and Freedom ſo ſtopped 
and troubled by the Rabblc,that their lawfull 
Judges either durſt not come to the Houſes, or 
not declare their ſenſe with liberty and ſafety ; 
it cannot ſeem ſtrange to any reaſonable man 
when the ſole expoſing them to publick odium 
was enough to i before their Cauſe 
could be heard or tryed. 
Had not factious Tumults overborne the 
Freedome and Honour of the two Houles ; 
had they aſſerted their Juſtice againſt them,and 
made the way open for all the Members quiet- 
ly tocome and declare their Conſciences : I 
know no man ſo deare to Me , whom I had 
the leaſt inclination to adviſe cither to with- 
draw himſelf, or deny appearing upon their 
Summons , to whoſe Sentence according to 
Law (I think) every Subje& bound to ſtand.

Inthis point 1could not butapproverhcir 
eencrous conſtancy and cautroulacile;, furcher | 
then this I did neyet allow amy mans retratto- | 
rinelle againſt the Priviledges and Orders of 
the Houſes ; towhom I wiſhed nothmg more, 
then Safety, Fulneſle, and Freedome. 

But the truth is, fore men, and rhoſe not 
many, deſpairing in faire and Parliamentary 
wayes by free deliberations, and Votes to gain 
the concurrence of the Major part of Lords 
and Commons,betook themſelves {by the de- 
ſperate aQivity of taftious Tiimulrs)to ſift and 
terrifie away all thoſe Members whom they 
ſaw to be of contrary minds to their purpoſes. 

How oft was the bulineſſe of the Biſhops

to, rather then occaſion (by the leaſt obſtruti- 
onon their part) any dangers to Me, or to My 
Kingdome.

Such knots and croſneſſe of grain be- 
ing objeRted here, as will hardly ſuffer thar 
forme which they cry up, as the only juſt re- 
formation , and {ctling of Government and 
Diſcipline in Churches, to go on ſo ſmoothly 
here, as it might doe in Scotiand , and was by 
them imagined would have done in England,

Nor do I know any ſuch tough: and malig- 
nant humours in the conſtitution of theEwgl1ſh 
Church , which gentler applications *rhen 
thoſe of an Army, might not cafily have re- 
moved : Nor is it ſo proper to hew out religi- 
ous Reformations by the Sword, as to po- 
liſh them by faire and equall diſputations a- 
mong thoſe that are moſt concerned in the 
differences, whom not force, but Reaſon 
ought to convince. 

Bur their deſign now, ſeemed rather to cut 
off all diſputation here, then to procure a fair 
and cquall one : For, it was concluded there,. 
thatthe Engliſh Clergy muſt conforme to the 
Scots patterne before ever they could be heard, 
what they could ſay for themſelves, or againſt 
the others way.

But men are prone to have ſuch high con- 
ceits of themſelves, that they care.not what 
coſt they lay out upon their opinions ; eſpeci- 
ally thoſe, that have, ſome remptation of 
gain, to recompence- their loſſes and ha- 
zards, | 

Yet I was not more ſcandalized at the 
Seots Armies comming in againſt my will,and 
their forfenure of ſo many obligations of 
duty, andgratirude to-me : then I wondered, 
how thoſe here, could ſo much diſtruſt Gods 
afhſtance; who ſo much pretended Gods 
cauſe to the People, as if they had the certain- 
ty of ſome divine Revelation ; cohfiderin 
they were more then competently furniſhed 
with my Subjets Armes and Ammunition ; 
My Navie by Sea, my Forts, Caſtles, and 
Cities by Land. | 
; But 
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Bat I find, that men jealous of the Fuſtifi- 
ableneſle of their doings, and deſignes before 
God, never think they have humane ſtrength 
enough to carry their worke on, ſeem it never 
ſo plauſible to the People ; what cannot be 
juſtified in Law or Religion, had nced'be for- 
tified with Power. 
And yet ſuch is the inconſtancy that attends 
all minds d in violeat motion, that 
whom ſome of them one while earneſtly in- 


\ vite to come into their afliſtance ; others of 


them ſoone after are weary of , and with 
navſcating caſt them out : what one Party 
thought to rivet to a ſerledneſs by theſtrength 
and influence of the Scots, that the other re- 
jets and contemnes z at. once, delpiſing the 
Kirk Government, and Diſcipline of the Scots, 
and fruſtrating the ſuccefſe of fo chargable, 
more then charitable afliſtance : For, ſure the 
Church of England might have purchaſed ar 
a farre cheaper rate, the truth and happineſle 
of Reformed government and diſcipline ( if ir 
had been wanting ) though it had entertained 
the beſt Divines of Chriſtendome for their ad- 
vice in a full and free Synoe ; which, I was 
ever willing to, and defirous of, that matters 
being impartially ſerled, might bemore (aril- 
factory toall, and more durable. 

But much of Gods juſtice, and mans folly 
will at length be diſcovered, through all the 


flmes 
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flmes and pretenfions of Religion,” in which 
Politicians wrap up their defignes; -In vaine 
do men hope to baild their picty on the ruines 
of Loyaky. Nor can thoſe confiderations or 
deſigns be durable,when Subjects take bank- 
rupt of their Allegiance, under pretence-of 
ſertring up a quicker trade for Religion. 

Bur,as My beſt Subjets of Scorland never de- 
ſerted Me, fo I cannot think that the moſt are 
gone fo far from Me, in a proffigality of their 
love and reſpets toward Me, as to make Me 
to deſpaire of their returne ; when befides the 
bonds of nature and Conſcience, which th 
have to Me, all Reaſon and true Policy will 
teach them, that their chicfeſt intereſt conſifts 
in their fidelity to the Crowne, not in their

Where many engines of religious and faire 
pretenſions'are brought chiefly to batter, or 
raſe Epiſcopacy ; This they make the grand 
evill Spirit, which, with ſome other Imps pur- 
poſely added, to make it more odious, and 
terrible to the Vulgar, muſt by ſo ſolemne a 
charm & exorciſm be caſt out of this Church, 
after more than a thouſand yeares poſſeſſion 
here, frondhe firſt plantation of Chriſtianity 
in this Iſland, and an univerſall preſcription 
of time and praRtiſe in all other Churches 
fince the Apoſtles times till this laſt Cen- 
tury. 

Bur no Antiquity muſt plead for it, Preſ- 
bytcry, like a young Heyre, thinks the Father 
hath lived long enough, and impatient not to 
be in the Biſhops Chaire & Authority (though 
Lay-mengo away with the Revenues ) all art 
is uſed to fink Epiſcopacy, and lanch Presby- 
rery in England ; which was lately boyed up 
in Scotland by the like artifice of a Covenant.

| Although I am unſatisfied with many paſ- 
- in that Covenant ( ſome referring 4 My 
ſelfe with very dubious and dangerous limira- 
tions ) yet I chiefly wonder ar the defigne and 
drift touching the Diſcipline and Government 
of the Church ; and ſuch a manner of carry- 
ing them on to new waies, by Oaths & Cove- 
nants, where it is hard for men to be engaged 
by no lefle, then ſwearing for, or againſt thoſe 
things, which are of no cleare morall necefſi- 
ty ; bnt very diſputable, and controverted a- 
mong learned and -godly men: whereto the 
application of Oaths can hardly be made and 
efnjoyned with that judgment, and certainry 
in ones ſelfe, or that charity and candour to 0- 
thers of different opinion, as I think Religion 
requires, which never refuſes faire and cquable

The"enjoyning of Oaths upon People muſt 
needs in things doubrfull be dangerous, as in

ary duties. Nor can I ſee how they will 
reconcile fuch an Innovating Oath and Cove- 
nant, with that former Proteſtation which 
was ſo lately taken, to'maintaine the Religion 
eſtabliſhed in the Church of Englazd : fince 
they count Difcipline ſo great a part of Reli- 
gion. But 
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Bur ambitious minds never think they have 
laid ſnares and ginnes enough to catch and 
hold the Vulgar credulity : tor by ſuch poli- 
ricke and ſeemingly pious ftratagems, they 
think to keep the popularity faſt ro their Par- 
ries under the terrour of perjury: W hercas cer- 
rainly all honeſt and wiſe men ever thought 
themſelves ſufficiently bound by former ties 
of Religion, Allegiance, and Lawes, to God 
and man, | 
Nor can ſuch after-ContraQts, deviſed and 
wry a few,men in a declared Party, 
without My conſent, and without any like 
ow or preſident from Gods or mans laws, 
ever thought by judicious men ſufficient ci- 
ther toabfolve or ſlacken thoſe morall and e- 
ternall bonds of duty which lie upon all My 
Subjets cF(ciences both to God and Me. = 
Yet as things now ſtand, good men ſhall

Covenant in honeſt and lawfull waics , ſince I 
have the charity to think, that the chief end of

_ As for that Reformation of the Church, 
which the Covenant pretends, I cannot think 
it juſt or comely, that by the parriall adviſe of 
a few Divines, ( of ſo ſo = 7 ſervile tempers, 
as diſpoſed them to ſo ſudden aCting and com- 
pliance, contrary to their former judgments, 
profeſſion, and praQtiſe ) ſuch foule ſcandals

England,as was never done (that I have heard) 
by any that deſerved the name of Reformed 
Churches abroad, nor by any men of learning 
and candour at home : all whoſe Judgments 
F cannot but prefer before any mens now fa- 
Ciouſly engaged. 

.No man can be more forward than My ſelf 
to carry on all due Reformations, with ma- 
ture judgement, and a good. Conſcience, in_ 
what things:I ſhall (after impartiall adviſe)be, 
by Gods Word, and right reaſon, convinced 
to be amiſſe, I have offered more than ever 
the fulleſt, freeſt, and wiſeſt Parliaments did 
delire.

; and Revenues : For, no men have been 
more injuriouſly uſed, as to their legall Rights 
than the Biſhops, and Church-men. Theſe, 
as the fatteſt Deare, muſt be deſtroyed ; the 
other Raſcal-herd of Schiſmes, Hereſies, &c. 
being leane, may enjoy the benefic of a Tole- 
ration : Thus Nabeth's Vineyard made him 
the onely Blaſphemer of his City, and fit ro 
die. - Still I ſee, while the breath of Religion 
fills. the Sailes, Profit is the Compaſſe, by 
which Fa&ious men ſteer their courſe in all 
ſeditious Commotions. 

I thank God, as no men lay more open to 
the ſacrilegious temptation of uſurping the 
Churches Lands, and Revenues, (which iſſu- 
ing chiefly from the Crowne, axe held of it, 
and legally can revert onely to the Crowne 
with My onſent) ſo I havealwaics had ſuch 
a perfe& abhorrence of ir in My Soule, that I 
never found the leaſt inclination to ſuch ſacri- 
legious Reformings : yer no man hath a grea- 
ter defive ro haye Biſhops and all Church-men

Indeed, it had been a very impertinent and 
unſcaſonable ſcruple in Me, (and very plga- 
ding no doubt toMy Enemies) to have been 
I the points of different beliefs in 
My Subjc&s when I was diſputed with by 
Swards points: and when 1 needed the help 
of My Subje&s as men, no lefle then thewr 
prayers as Chriſtians. . 
* Thenoiſe of My Evill CounſeHours was an- 
other uſefull device for thoſe, who were im- 
patient any -mens counſels: but their owne , 
ſhould be followed in Church or State ; who 
wereſa cager in giving Me better counſe!l that 
they would not give Mc leave to take it with 
freedome, asa Man ; or hogogr, asa King z 
making their counſels more like a drench that 
muſt be powred downe, than a draught which 
might be fairly and leiſurely dranke, if I li- 
ked it. 

I will not juſtifie beyond humane errours 
and frailties My ſelfe, or My Counſellours : 
They m'ght be fubje& to ſome miſcarriages,

ſufferers. 

Another artifice uſed to withdraw My peo- 
ples affeRions from Me,to their deſignes, was, 
The noiſe and oftentation of liberty, which 
men arenot more prone to defire, then unapt 
to bear inthe popular ſenſe; which is to doe 
what every man liketh beſt. 

If the Divineſt liberty be to will what men 
ſhonld, and to do whar they ſo will, according 
to Reaſon, Lawes, and Religion; Ienvie nor 
My Subje&s thar liberty, which is all I defire 
to enjoy. My ſelf; So farre am I from the de- 
ſire of oppreſling theirs : Nor were thoſe Lords 
and Gentlemen which aſſiſted Me ſo prodigall 
of their libertics, as with their Lives and For- 
runes to. help on the enſlaving of themſelves 
and their poſterities. 

As to Civill Immunities, none but ſuch as 
deſire to drive on their Ambitious and Cove- 
rous deſignes over the ruines of Church and 
State, Prince, Peeres , and People, will eyer 
Cefire greater Freedomes then the Lawes al- 
low ; whoſe bounds good men count their 

Orna- 
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Ornament and ProteQion ; others their Me- 
nacles and Op | 

Nor is it juſt any man ſhould expe& the 
reward 'and benefit 'of the Law, who deſpi- 
ſeth his rule and direQion ; lofing juſtly his 
oy while he ſcekes an unrealonable li- 

rty. | 

Time will beſt informe My SubjeQs, that 
thoſe are the beſt preſervers of their true liber- 
ries, who allow themſelves the leaſt licentiouſ- 
neſle againſt, or beyond the Lawes. 

They will feel ir at laſt ro their coſt, that it 
is impoſſible thoſe men jhould be really tender 
of their fellow-ſubjeRts liberties, who have the 
hardineſſe to uſe their King with ſo ſevere re- 
ſtraints z againſt all Lawes, both Divine and 
Humane,under which, yet,I will rather periſh, 
then complain to thoſe, who want nothin 
to compleat their mirth,and triumph, bur fuck 
mulick. i 

In point of true conſcientious tenderneſſe 
(attended with humility and meeknefſe, nor 
with proud and arrogantaQivity,which ſeckes 
to hatch every egge of different opinion to a 
FaQion or Schiſme) I have oft declared, how 
little I deſire My Lawes and Scepter ſhould 
intrench on Gods Sovyeraignty; which is the 
only King of mens Conſciences; and yet he 
hath laid ſuch reſtraints upon men, as com- 
mands them to be ſubje& for Conſcience ſake, 
K 3 giving 
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owing namenhiberty to-break the Law efta- 
bliſhed, further then with- meeknefle and pa- 
ttence, they' are coment 10: ſuffer the penal- 
ries annexed, rather then perturb the. publick 
Peace. | 
The truth is, ſome mens thirſt after Novel- 
ties, others deſpair to relieve the neceſſities of | 
their Fortunes, or ſatisfie their Ambinon, in 
peaceable times , (diſtrufting Gods ' provi- 
dence, as well as their own merits): were the 
ſecret (bur principally impatſives ro: rhefe po- 
putar Commmnions, by which Subjeas have 
been perfwaded ro expend much of thoſe 
plentifull Eſtates they gor, and enjoyed under 
My Government, in peaceable times ; which 
yer muſt now be blaſted with allrhe odious 
reproaches, which impotenr malice can invent; 
and My felt expoſed toall thoſe contempes, 
which may moſt diminiſh! the Majeſty of a 
King, andencreaſe the ungratefull inſolencies 
of Mk People. ; 
For Mine Honour, I am well affured, vhar 
as" Mine Innocency is clear before God , in 
poinr'ob any'calumnies they obje&; (o'My re- 
puratiors ſhall 1 ke rhe Sur (afrer Owlesand: 
Bars taye had their freedome in the night and 
darker vimes) riſe and: recover irſetf ro-ſuch. a 
tree of: ſplendouri, as rhoſe ferat} birds 
ſhall he-grieved tb behald, andnnable'ro bear. 
For never were any! Princes more' plorious, 
| than

And who knows bur the juſtand mercifyil 
God will doe Me good, for ſome mens hard, 
falſe, and evill ſpeeches againſt Me; wherein 
they ſpeak rather whar they wiſh,, than whax 
they believe,or know. 

Norcan I ſuffer fo much in point of Ho» 
nour,by thoſe rude and ſcandalous Pamphlets 
( which like fire in great conflagrations, fliz up 
and'downe to: ſer all places- on like flames!) 
than thoſe men doe, who pretending tor fo 
much piety, are fo forgerfull' of their duty'to 
God and Mc: By no way ever vindicating 
the Majeſty of rheir K 1 « 6 againſt any of 
thoſe, who contrary to the'precept of God, 
and precedentof Angels, ſpeake ewill of d1gnt 
ties, and bring railing accuſations againſt thoſe, 
who are honoured with the name of Gods.

And now I appeale to God above, and all
